AN ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

An Act to Incorporate the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist 

Episcopal Church, South. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That John C. 
Keener, H. N. McTyeire, J. Sanders, R. Randle, J. B. Walker, S. J. 
Davies, L. Parker, Philo M. Goodwyn and L. A. Reed, and their asso- 
ciates and successors, such as the Louisiana Conference may from time 
to time see proper to appoint, be and they are hereby created a body 
politic and corporate under the name and style of the ‘ 1 Louisiana An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,' ' and by 
which name the said corporation shall have succession, and be capable 
of suing and being sued, entering into contracts, receiving and holding 
property for educational purposes, and such charitable purposes as may, 
from time to time, be specified by the said Conference at its annual ses- 
sion, either by donation or purchase. 

Sec. 2. - Be it further enacted, etc., That the domicile of said cor- 
poration shall be located in the city of New Orleans, and the affairs 
thereof shall be managed by nine trustees, to be appointed by the 
Louisiana Annual Conference, one of whom shall be elected President. 
The President and four trustees shall form a quorum, and shall have 
power to appoint all other officers necessary for conducting its affairs, 
and make and adopt such rules, by-laws and regulations as they may 
deem proper for the management of said corporation, provided that the 
same be in conformity with the laws and regulations of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and not repugnant to the laws of the State.

“Whereas, High officials of the Mormon Church have admitted in their 
testimony before a committee of the United States Senate that for years 
the law of the State of Utah prohibiting polygamy has been constantly 
violated by their fellow Mormons and themselves, and 

“Whereas, The solemn pledges given the President of the United States 
by the head of the Mormon Church and other high officials of the same, 
to the effect that they would cease polygamous marriages and practices, 
has, according to their own testimony, been violated, and 

“Whereas, Reed Smoot, an apostle of the Mormon Church, and United 
States Senator elect from the State of Utah, is subservient to the hier- 
archy of this church, and has connived at the unlawful and immoral prac- 
tices of the same, therefore, , 

“Resolved, First, That we do hereby memorialize the Senate of the 
United States in the name of all our American homes and the sacred mar- 
ital ties of the same, to declare vacant the seat of Reed Smoot, Senator 
from the State of Utah. 
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“Resolved, Second, That we hereby memorialize the Congress of the 
United States to submit to the several States of the Union an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States prohibiting polygamy or polyga- 
mous practices in any territory of the Union.’ ’ 

Communications. — Communications were received from the Board of 
Church Extension, the Board of Education, the Correspondence School of 
Vanderbilt University, the Sunday Rest League of America, and the 
Epworth League E))ard, and after reading, were referred to the appro- 
priate Boards and Committees. 

A communication from the Board of Trustees of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, was read and ordered to lie on the table until such a 
time as tne subject might be represented by Bro. Stewart, the Secretary.

— Dr. Keener asked for information as to whether 
the sinking fund was drawing interest. Brother McCutchen replied by- 
stating that as the sinking fund is liable to be drawn upon in the in- 
terim of Conference meetings, it could not be invested. 

On motion, the report was adopted, and the resolutions passed. 

Order of Day. — R. S. Isbell moved that the order of the day for 
eleven o’clock be the election of delegates to the General Conference. 
The motion prevailed. A reconsideration was moved by K. W. Dodson, 
and the motion was reconsidered. 

Church Entertainments. — P. O. Lowry introduced a resolution con- 
cerning chureh entertainments, which was laid on the table. 

Centenary College Question. — On motion, the report of the Legal 
Conference relating to the Centenary College matter was resumed, and 
R. W. Tucker moved as a substitute for the report, that the question 

in hand be remanded to the parties to whom it was originally com- 
mitted for settlement. 

N. E. Joyner asked the privilege of reading a paper which he thought 
would be accepted by the mover of the substitute. The paper was re- 
jected by the mover of the substitute and discussion of the substitute pro- 
ceeded. 

R. J. Anderson left the Conference room, and, the presiding elder 
requesting it, W. W. Carre, alternate from the New Orleans District, 
was recognized in his stead. 

Judge Clegg, counsel for the Legal Conference, by request, ad- 
dressed the Conference on the Centenary College Judgment. 

H. H. White, eounsel for the Centenary College Trustees, addressed 
the Conference on the judgment. 

Additional time was granted Bro. White, on motion, to extend the 
time. 

After announcements and benediction, the Conference adjourned. 



SEVENTH DAY, TUESDAY, JANUARY 9TH. 

Opening. — Conference met according to rule, Bishop Morrison in the 
chair. Opening devotional service was led by Rev. T. S. Randle, and 
consisted of reading John xvii, singing hymn 482, and prayer. The 
minutes of Sunday morning’s session were read and approved.

Church Publications. — The report of the Committee on Church Pub- 
lications was read by N. E. Joyner, as follows: 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

Dear Brethren: We, your Committee on Publications, have en- 

deavored to consider carefully the important question of religious litera- 
ture, and to estimate the extent to which the interests of the church 
are being served by our periodicals and publications. The subject is as 
complex as important, and its satisfactory solution has not yet been 
accomplished. The diffusion of knowledge is much wider than formerly, 
and a remarkably high standard of culture obtains among the people 
called Methodists. It is no longer possible for a church periodical to 
please its constituency with a dash of local color, as one amuses a child 
with gaudy tints, or rally men to its standard by a bare plea of loyalty. 
Excellence of mechanical execution, wealth of thought m the presenta- 
tion of religious truth, vigorous and elegant expression, these are the 
things that establish the popularity of a Conference organ. Orthodoxy 
itself may become stale and unpalatable, if not well seasoned with the 
spices of life. “The way our fathers trod” constantly needs new pav- 
ing, and most certainty we should not wear their shoes. The church 
paper must have continuous growth in merit, if its circulation is to 
be increased, or even sustained. This appears to be the inexorable law 
of its life. 

We have examined copies of the following periodicals: The Nash- 

ville Advocate and Quarterly Review, The New Orleans Advocate, The 
Epworth Era, and the Sunday School Literature. In large and gratify- 
ing measure, these publications are meeting the demands of our mem- 
bership for high-class religious literature, and merit both praise and 
patronage. 

As to the official organ of the Louisiana Annual Conference, we 
commend the consistent and honest efforts by the editor and publisher 
to give us a first class church paper. No one man is responsible for 
its failures, and lack of excellence, mechanical or otherwise. The re- 
cent improvements are timely, and we trust this progress shall not 
cease until the paper is in every way worthy of the great church which 
it represents. The way to better things is not perhaps a pleasant path, 
nor may we hope to approximate perfection even in religious journalism 
by a process of negation. The three patronizing Conferences are re- 
sponsible for the New Orleans Christian Advocate. The initiative is 
with these bodies, and the Louisiana Annual Conference should not hesi- 
tate to assume in full measure its share of the responsibility. The 
vital intersts of the church are involved. The Methodist people of 
Louisiana are not reading the Conference Organ, and we do not believe 
that the fault is primarily with the preachers or the people, but with 
the paper. If the commendable changes already made in the paper arc 
prophecies, then let their rultillment be most speedy. 
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We present for your consideration the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Publishing Committee be requested to make the 
subscription price one dollar per annum. That the Publishing Commit- 
tee of this Conference be instructed to secure, if possible, the consolida- 
tion of the New Orleans Christian Advocate and the Alabama Christian 
Advocate. 

Resolved, That we request the publisher of the New Orleans Chris- 
tian Advocate to secure a club rate with the Quarterly Review, the 
Nashville Advocate, the Epworth Era, and Go Forward. 

Resolved, That we request the agents of the Publishing House to 
form a club including all of their own periodical publications. 

Resolved, That the Publishing Committee of the Louisiana Con- 
ference is hereby instructed to arrange for a call meeting of the Pub- 
lishing Committee of the New Orleans Christian Advocate, for the con- 
sideration of the resolutions herein presented, and which may affect 
their duties. 

Resolved, That the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, be and is hereby memorialized to take such action as it 
may deem necessary for the consolidation of the various Christian Ad- 
vocates of the church, in order that we may have fewer and better 
papers.

— By recom- 
mendation of the Committee of Church Publications, W. E. Boggs was 
constituted member of the Publishing Committee of the New Orleans 
Christian Advocate, in place of John T. Sawyer, whose term had ex- 
pired. 

Centenary College Controversy. — R. W. Tucker withdrew the sub- 
stitute moved by him yesterday, in the Centenary College matter, and 
moved that the report of the Legal Conference relative thereto be re- 
ceived. * 

The Report was adopted. 

Appreciation. — It was moved by F. N. Parker that we express our 
appreciation of the presence, courtesy and help of Judge Clegg and Mr. 
H. H. White in bringing the College matter to a pacific settlement. The 
motion was carried by a rising vote. 

Spanish Missionary. — Question 20. — “Are all the preachers blame- 
less in their life and official administration V ’ was called, and the name 
of D. Romo was called, and his character passed. A collection of $77.35 
was made for Brother Romo, and placed in the hands of Dr. Moore. 
N. E. Joyner, Conference Secretary of Missions, addressed the Confer- 
ence, in the interest of Domestic Missions, and an offering, in subscrip- 
tions, of $305 was made. The subscription list was placed in the hands 
of N. E. Joyner. 

Ministerial Aid. — The report of the Ministers’ Education Aid As- 
sociation was made by J. F. Foster, and on motion was received. (See 
Appendix G.) 
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Sunday School Board Report. — The report of the Sunday School 
Board was read by John F. Foster, as follows: 

Your board regrets that they can not this year report an increase 
in the collections and in the number of schools observing Children’s 
Day, and request that the pastors so far as possible observe the same 
during the current year. To aid you in so doing, the board will furnish 
to any pastor so desiring, a full supply of Children’s Day programs, 
provided a collection is taken and amount remitted to Conference 
Treasurer. 

We commend to you the Sunday School Literature of our church, 
and call your attention to its new dress, and marked general improve- 
ment. Our Intermediate and Senior Quarterlies, Teachers’ Magazine, 
and Children’s Visitor, so far as we know, have no superior. The 
Childen’s Visitor is a healthy, clean, religious, educative sheet, stock 
full of wholesome reading for young and old. It has now passed the one- 
hundred thousand mark in circulation, and should be far more widely 
circulated. The Home Department is a valued adjunct to the Sabbath 
School work, and we commend it to the consideration of our pastors. 

We recommend that the pastors place the Missionary Libraries, 
A. & B., in every Sunday School, as a circulating medium for the mis- 
sionary education of our young people. The Study Circle is growing 
slowly but surely, having now reached in number some ten thousand, 
and we know nothing which will accomplish more for our schools, and 
hope that classes shall be formed all over the State. 

Your board has voted to the work conducted by the Rev. J. L. Sut- 
ton in the convict camps of the State, all the Bibles and Hymn Books 
asked for, with a full supply of Sunday School literature, and suggest 
that in taking your Children’s Day collections, you make use ot this 
fact to increase its size. 

The board is glad to report that arrangements have been effected 
for four Sunday School Institutes to be held within the State during 
the month of March, at the following centers: New Orleans, Lafayette, 
Mansfield, and Ruston; and we request the following committees to take 
charge of all local arrangements: For New Orleans and Baton Rouge 

Districts, at New Orleans; J. R. Westerfield, chairman; W. W. Carre, 
J. B. Kent, W. S. Holmes, and I. D. Wall. For Crowley and lower half 
of Alexandria District, at Lafayette, Bro. Singleton, of Lafayette, 
chairman; A. M. Mayo, H. N. Pharr, W. T. Holloman and R. E. Bobbet. 
For the Arcadia and Monroe Districts, at Ruston, O. B. Staples, chair- 
man; G. G. Gill, Jno. M. Davies, J. B. Reilv, and T. G. Reily. For 
Shreveport and upper end of Alexandria Districts, at Mansfield, J. C. 
Roberts, chairman; L. A. Crowley, J. C. Joyner, W. T. Holloman, and 
R. E. Bobbet. These institutes will be conducted by Dr. James Atkins, 
and Dr. and Mrs. Hamil. We urge all parties to do their utmost to 
secure the attendance of their Sunday School workers, and shall depend 
upon the presiding elders to aid in all ways possible. 

In closing our report, we would urge upon our pastors the claims 
of the children, and would suggest an annual revival service in the 
school closing with Decision Day.

Legal Conference.— Substitutes.— It was moved by Briscoe Carter 
that R. H. Wynn, J. R. Moore, and S. H. Meyer be elected members of 
the Legal Conference, in place of J. A. Miller, and T. Iv. Fauntleroy, 
Superannuates, and S. S. Keener, Supernumerary. F. X. Parker moved 
as a substitute that Briscoe Carter be elected in place of T. Iv. Fauntleroy 
as a member of the Legal Conference. Briscoe Carter declined. It was 
moved by P. O. Lowry to lay the motion on the table. The motion to 
table was lost. The original motion prevailed, as shown by a division 
of 53 to 46. 



Board of Education.— Briscoe- Carter read the report of the Board 
of Education, as follows: 

The report of the General Board on the fall opening of the schools 
under our control, and those affiliated, reporting, shows an enrollment 
of 5,597 new students, and 14,192 total enrollment, 4 colleges, 94 sec- 
ondary institutions, and 8 affiliated schools not reporting. Nearly all 
the secondary institutions not reporting are under the charge of the 
Board of Missions. 

Vanderbilt University. — The chief items of interest connected with 
the university are our plans for rebuilding. You know our main build- 
ing was destroyed by fire April 20, 1905, occasioning a loss not only 
of the main building itself but of the library and our laboratories of 
physics and chemistry. The total loss amounted to about $275,000. 
Against this, we had insurance of $115,000. The amount of salvage 
in the building and contents cannot be accurately estimated. The value 
of apparatus and books was comparatively slight. The walls of the 
building have turned out to be in better shape than we feared, and 
will be worth much in rebuilding. Subscriptions amounting to $50,000 
or more were made by citizens of Nashville. Our alumni led the wav 
in this movement, and subscribed $15,000 of the above amount. The 
faculty, students, and alumni from a distance, are all doing what they 
can. Several thousand dollars more will be added from this source. 
Other friends have also promised to help, and we believe the university 
will be in a stronger position when our work of rebuilding is completed 
than it was before the fire. We are now engaged in restoring the burnt 
building and also in erecting a chemical laboratory. This latter building 
will be erected largely out of funds left the university by the late Mrs. 
Mary H. Furman, of Nashville, Tenn. The receipts from the Furman 
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estate will be supplemented by other funds, so as to make possible the 
erection of a building sufficient for our needs. We are making plans 
also for the erection of a library, but we have as yet no funds in 
hand for the purpose. No present need of the university is so great 
as an endowment for library purposes and money sufficient to erect a 
suitable building. 

Of our own Conference school, Mansfield Female College, we regret 
to say that owing to the yellow fever and the continued quarantine, and 
the general failure of crops, that attendance from a distance has ma- 
terially decreased, though the local patronage is the best in any of its 
recent history. The new building was completed this year at a cost of 
a little less than $15,000. There remains a debt of $8,756. Of the 
subscriptions made by the citizens of Mansfield, there remains due 
$6,610, some or which can never be collected. Of the $2,500 special, 
very little has been paid up to date. The assessor of De Soto parish 
listed the school for taxation at a valuation of $20,000. The board has 
employed C. W. Elam, Esq., as attorney, and will resist the taxation 
by all legal means. The following are nominated as members of the 
board of Trustees of Mansfield College: J. R. Moore, C. B. Carter, 

J. L. P. Sheppard, B. T. Crews, W. F. Henderson, J. M. Brown, W. W. 
Drake, R. H. Wynn, F. N. Parker, C. B. Hicks, A. F. Jackson, S. A. 
Kidd, L. A. Cowley, R. D. Webb. 

The board recommends the payment of $600 to President Sligh for 
the support of the beneficiaries for the past session. The board also has 
appropriated the balance that may remain after the paying of other 
obligations to the Board of Trustees to be expended on the liquidation of 
the debt. The board also appropriated $299 to pay the Board of Trus- 
tees of Centenary College for beneficiaries of the Conference up to last 
June, as per resolution of last Annual Conference. The board recom- 
mends the appropriation of fifty dollars for expenses in connec- 
tion with the preacher’s institute. The board recommends that the 
Board of Education pay tuition in the Correspondence School of any 
undergraduate unable to pay for same, if said party is recommended by 
his presiding elder, and confirmed by the board. The board appro- 
priates the necessary sum to meet the expenses of the secretary and 
commission which visited Shreveport. The board appropriates the sum 
of $146.95 to pay the costs of the Centenary suit, provided the Con- 
ference refers it to the board for settlement. 

The assessment upon this Conference by and for the General Board 
is $330. The board recommends the non-acceptance of the assessment 
by the General Board of the assessment of $330 for Paine & Lane In- 
stitute by a very narrow margin. 

The board recommends, by a majority of one, the appointment of 
C. C. Miller, as president of Centenary College; and Thomas Carter and 
H. B. Carre, as professors in Vanderbilt University; A. A. Bernard and 
J. W. Reed as students in Vanderbilt University, M. H. Honeycutt as 
student at Millsaps; and that C. B. Carter be appointed Conference 
secretary of education. 

The assessment for education for this year is placed at $4,500, to 
be put upon the various districts in the same way and manner and 
proportion as the other collections of the Conference. 

Professors Thomas Carter and H. B. Carre and Rev. R. H. Wynn are 
nominated Committee on Preachers’ Institute.

— J. I. Hoffpauir read the report 
of the Board of Church Extension, as follows: 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference, M. E. 

Church, South. 

Dear Brethren: The report of Dr. P. H. Whisner, corresponding 

secretary of the Board of Church Extension, shows an increase in col- 
lections over last year of $7,945.44; but in our own Conference, however, 
there is a slight falling otr, due, no doubt, to the very short crops in 
some parts of our State. 

The board would earnestly call the attention of the preachers to 
the importance of this great arm of our missionary work. This collec- 
tion ought to be in full, as it is not a large one, and there is pressing 
need for every dollar of the assessment. 

We had before us at this Conference, applications aggregating three 
times as much as the money in hand to be appropriated.

Report of Board of Missions. — N. E. Joyner read the report of the 
Board of Missions, as follows: 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

Dear Brethren: Your conference Board of Missions is compelled 

to announce a very serious falling off in the collections ordered by the 
Conference for mission work. Last year we paid $7,576.61 for foreign 
missions; this year we have contributed only $5,803.80. For domestic 
missions w r e collected $4,232.37 in 1904. This year the total amount of 
our collections for this purpose is $3,859.60. For both home and foreign 
missions we have given a little less than thirty cents per capita. This 
presents a condition truly deplorable, when we consider the demands 
of the territory we occupy, and the needs of the fields where the foreign 
missionaries are laboring in the face of almost insuperable difficulties. 
Should eight or ten annual Conferences fall as far behind in this respect 
as our Conference has, the whole work of the parent board of missions 
would be seriously injured. We appeal to you, not on the basis of your 
loyalty to the church, but on the ground of y„our love for the Lord 
Jesus Christ. We urge tne pastors to preach upon the subject of mis- 
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sions, and especially to emphasize the crying needs of our own great 
State. We believe that every single charge can, and beyond question 
should, pay the missionary assessments in full. It ought to be the 
ambition of every preacher in this Conference to come to the support 
of the missionary at home and abroad. The preacher is the party who 
can do the most, and who must be responsible for success or failure at 
this point. 

The assessment placed upon the Conference this year for foreign 
missions is $8,470, and for domestic missions $6,500. This will require 
about forty-six cents from each member of our church. Shall we not 
make every effort to pay this to the very last cent? 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to begin our missionary col- 
lections at the very beginning of the year, and to raise, if possible, the 
whole amount assessed within the first quarter of the Conference year. 
We respectfully call the attention of the presiding elders to paragraph 
361 of the Discipline, which reads: “It shall be the duty of the pre- 
siding elder to preach on the subject of missions annually in each 
charge in the district; to see that efficient and well defined plans be 
adopted for raising missionary funds; and to conduct with his preachers 
a missionary institute early in the Conference year, and see that they 
hold missionary mass meetings. 

We call the attention of the presiding elders to the fact that this 
paragraph is mandatory, not advisory. 

Your board requests the appointment of N. E. Joyner as Conference 
Secretary of Missions.

— By the terms of the motion, the secretary cast the 
ballot of the Conference for W. W. Carre, first alternate, and as no 
other was voted for on the ballot, a vote was taken for second lay alter- 
nate, resulting in the election of S. B. McCutchen. 

Report On Temperance. — J. E. Denson read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Temperance, as follows: 

Believing that the time has come when we as professed followers of 
our Blessed Saviour should do what is in our power to overthrow the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors, we respectfully recommend for your con- 
sideration the following: 

Resolved, first, That as a church we are unequivocally and abso- 
lutely committed to the doctrine of prohibition, as the only final method 
to be employed in the complete destruction of this nefarious and damna- 
ble business; but when prohibition is impossible, as is the case principally 
in our large cities, that our minsters and laymen and women be re- 
quested to secure high license as a preliminary measure towards pro- 
hibition. 

Resolved, second. That we memorialize the Senate and House of 
Representatives of our State, to enact such law, or laws, as will limit 
the police juries of our parishes in issuing licenses for the sale of liquor 
to the following conditions: That license be granted only to those 

who have succeeded in securing a petition by a majority of the legal 
voters of the town, parish or ward in which it is desired to sell whisky. 
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That no saloon-keeper shall be allowed to have screens of any kind in. 
front of doors or entrances to his place of business. That minors shall 
not be allowed, under penalty of the law, to enter saloons, and that 
person securing license shall give bond for the carrying out of said 
regulations, in default of which both his bond and license shall be for- 
feited. That solicitation of orders for liquors in prohibition towns or 
communities be prohibited. 

Resolved, third, That we memorialize the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States Congress to enact such law or 
laws as will prohibit the sale of liquors known as the C. O. D. business, 
and that we respectfully urge upon the Louisiana delegation to that 
body that they use every honorable means in their power to aid and 
assist in the enaction or this law for the protection of local option 
communities. 

Resolved, third, That we pledge to the anti-saloon leagues of Louisi- 
ana our hearty co-operation and support in any and every honorable 
means looking to the speedy and final overthrow of the liquor traffic in 
our beloved State.

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference: 

We, your commission, appointed by the last session of the Louisiana 
Conference, “to negotiate with Shreveport or its representatives for the 
consummation of an agreement as to the terms for the location of the 
college of the Louisiana Conference of the M. E. Church, South, in the 
city of Shreveport, La.,” beg leave to submit the following report: 

In obedience to the order of the Conference, we visited Shreveport, 
and had a meeting with the Progressive League of that city on Jan- 
uary 17, 1905, four members of the commission being present. 

We found that a representative of another prospective institution 
was on the ground ready to accept the proposition of the people of 
Shreveport, if we did not close with it; so that it was impossible to 
defer positive action in the matter without entirely defeating the ex- 
pressed purpose of the Conference, “to accept some such proposal.” 
Not feeling at liberty under our instructions to thus defeat the will 
ox the Conference, we agreed on behalf of the Conference to accept the 
offer made by certain citizens of Shreveport of a voluntary tax for ten 
years, or until such earlier time as it shall reach the sum of $110,000, 
which voluntary tax the Progressive League engages to use its best 
efforts to bring up to the maximum amount of $110,000. We agreed, on 
the other hand, to pledge amounts equivalent to $110,000, as follows: 

1. The grounds and buildings or Centenary College at an agreed 
valuation of $40,000. 

2. An annuity raised by the educational collections of the Confer- 
ence equal to four per cent of $40,000. 

3. And $30,000 in money. 

We agreed further to begin work on the college within the year 
1906.

Report of Conference Corresponding Secretary. 

Three parsonages have been helped by the donation of $300 this year. 
A Five new auxiliaries organized during the year, as follows: Arcadia 
District, 1; Crowley District, 1; New Orleans District, 3. 674 Confer- 
ence Beports, 97 Nineteenth Annual Beports and 311 Week of Prayer Pro- 
grammes have been distributed in the interest of Home Mission Work. 
One B'oard of City Mission, composed of 6 delegates from each auxiliary 
in New Orleans. This board, as soon as a suitable place can be secured, 
will open a Day Nursery, and broaden its settlement work. 

From an adult membership of 938 there are only 111 reported as pledged 
to tithing. Our women are being educated along this line, through 
the Superintendents, and when they pay their tenth the treasury will be 
full. Tithing brings the work of the church in its different departments 
into the daily life of all who practice it. 

Louisiana Conference Society has a young lady from the Crowley Dis- 
trict, Miss Boberta Baker, at the Scarritt Bible and Training School, 
Kansas City, preparing for the Deaconess work. Miss Gibson, in charge 
of the school, writes most encouragingly of the progress she is making. 
Bev. W. W. Drake, her Presiding Elder, endorses her most highly. 

Press Work. — One of the most remarkable developments in connection 
with the Home Mission Society has been the work done by the Press 
Department. The aim of this department is to awaken interest in 
mission work by spreading information, not only in the auxiliaries, but 
through the church organ and secular papers. While the women ap~ 
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proaclied this work with great timidity, the last year 13 papers in the 
State have been furnished weekly with items of Home Mission news, 
and in Ruston the Home Mission Society is maintaining a monthly paper 
ot their own, with such a degree of success that they hope to raise the 
debt on the church from its proceeds,

BISHOP JOHN C. KEENER, D. D., LL. D. 

By CHAS. F. EVANS. 

Perhaps an acquaintance with Bishop Keener running from my child- 
hood, and covering every relation he sustained to the church, and for 
some years of my mature life bringing into close, confidential, daily 
contact with him, justifies an opinion of his character and a few words 
of memorial. If more were called for, let it be the awe, admiration and 
affection with which I accepted him as the mirror of all that was ex- 
cellent in man or minister. 

It is too early to form a just interpretation of a life that was not 
always transparent, even to himself. Some men live too near to com- 
pass "its dimensions, and some too distant to observe the smaller excel- 
lencies or defects. He was a great, though not a popular preacher. His 
most effective and unctuous sermons were preached to the little congre- 
gation at Ocean Springs, or the smaller churches of New Orleans; there 
his domestic and paternal nature lent a glow and tenderness to bright 
and vigorous thought which, on statelier occasions, were absent. If at 
times his preaching was nebulous or tedious, his usual brilliancy had 
earned this privilege. He discussed habitually only great themes, and 
in a really great way, and never thought it worth while to make a ser- 
monette. His treatment of a text varied, sometimes concealing, some- 
times exposing his analysis, and sometimes disclosing his objective point 
in his few last sentences. If not always original in thought, he never 
failed to be so in expression. He seemed indifferent to either the decla- 
mation or literary graces of the orator. He never affected purely ethical 
results but addressed either the conscience or the reason with prodigious 
power/ When afforded an occasion and an audience, as when before an 
Annual Conference, or a great Missionary meeting, if in normal health, 
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all his resources of knowledge, passion, imagination and religious ex- 
perience were drawn upon — not as a pyrotechnic display for the enter- 
tainment or praise of an audience, but as a battery of artillery in 
volcanic action during an exigency of battle. On such occasions his face, 
even on entering the pulpit, wore an awe-inspiring pallor, and his hands 
and voice as well showed the prayerful agony from which he had just 
emerged. Probably no man surpassed him in the unconscious eloquence 
of prayer, or in prayers exposed greater areas of experience or aspiration. 
It was for this reason his sermons dashed into hollow squares of philo- 
sophic difficulties, or dynamited quarries of theologic granite. He was 
never sensational among superficial people, he did not participate in 
general schemes of reform, nor potter with elections, official abuses or 
hygienic problems, but gave himself and all of himself to the preaching 
of ‘‘the Gospel concerning Christ.” He made but little impression upon 
the city of New Orleans except through the pulpits he filled. Only two 
years did I know him as my pastor. It suited him best to serve the 
District, it also suited the people. For this he was eminently qualified. 
He understood the discipline and stood squarely for its enforcement. He 
was a fair orgainzer of methods and sometimes of men. Though not a 
financier, he was a good collector of money, either privately or in the 
pulpit. He raised the money to purchase the Advocate Building, and 
to inaugurate the Mexican Mission, besides his own share of several of 
the city churches. He had the forecast of a statesman and saw far into 
the results of legislation. He lifted his voice against Lay Representa- 
tion as we have it, though he introduced it in a better form in the 
Louisiana Conference years before. He knew how to grasp a situation 
in a congregation, or the Annual and General Conferences, at a glance. 
In the former situation his penetration and resolution saved the German 
churches in New Orleans from a fraudulent transfer and paralyzed the 
influence of some shrewd malcontents. In the latter situation an ex- 
posure of an unauthorized Commission from the M. E. Church, elevated 
him to the Episcopacy. When the war had closed, quicker than most 
men he saw that sudden release from military law and familiarity with 
bloodshed, invoked a reign of lawlessness — and an abounding currency 
tempted men into excesses of commercialism, and he charged his preachers 
“preach the Law.” W T hen the city churches were occupied by preachers 
of the M. E. Church who refused to restore them to their rightful pas- 
tors, it was only his decisive and prompt appeal to the President, which 
put them again in possession of the Southern Church. The man. the 
field and the occasion were well met when he was Presiding Elder of the 
New Orelans District, but he had princely coadjutors in Louis Parker 
and Joseph B. Walkers, who each stood for one in the development of 
Methodism there. 

As a man he was made in a large mould, and Providence secured him 
commensurate strength. To his large natural endowments were added 
the advantages of a collegiate training, a continuous residence for many 
years in a large city, association with some of the foremost men and 
women from several contiguous States and an almost uninterrupted 
monopoly of an office which allowed an extensive and various reading. 
Jefferson Davis thought him one of the best informed men of his ac- 
quaintance. He was strong in his feelings, ambitions and prejudices, in 
the last almost invincible. He was strong in his self-confidence, and 
seemingly it never occurred to him to suspect his capacity, his efficiency 
or his kindness, as being at fault. He was strong in his self-reliance, 
and to it may be traced the force, originality and versatility of his 
sermonic and literary efforts as well as some ill-featured qualities which 
detracted from his popularity. He was strong in his self-control, his very 
features taking on, in trying situations, the inflexibility and pallor oi 
marble and the mystery of a Metternich. He kept his own counsel in- 
violate before and after the event he sought, and yet it was not hard to 
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determine what in a given event he would do, or had done. IIis decision 
of character exemplified the resources which Jno. Foster commended, but 
it did not altogether escape the excesses he deprecated. Some men lie 
read at a glance, but others were as great a mystery to him as he was 
to them. He had little faith in or patience with those who opposed 
him, and was not specially tender in pursuing his own plans. He bravely 
threw himself in the path of some ecclesiastical adventures, sometimes 
with success — sometimes with failure — and sometimes obstructed policies 
better than his own. He lingered long enough to see edifices it was 
his glory to originate— and institutions his delight to support— pass as 
a dream, when one awaketh.” His best monument is not found in brick 
or bronze — but in the men and women for whom his character is a 
lesson and bis words a noble inspiration. 







JOHN BARNARD CASSITY. 

Rev John Barnard Cassity w^as born July 4, 
1838, in Morgan County, Ky. The youngest 
| child of Jesse Cassity and Margaret Kelly. His 
parents were among the early settlers of Ken- 
tucky. His father was a member of the Camp- 
bellite Church, his mother lived and died a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church. 

His opportunities for an education were lim- 
ited to those which a common country school 
afforded. His early training was good, and deep 
impressions w T ere made on his childish heart so 
that he often preached when quite a boy with a 
great deal of earnestness to his playmates, and 

would have connected himself with the church 

when about twelve years of age, but was op- 
posed. At the age of seventeen, being restless and somewhat reckless 
as well, he left home for the far West, with the blessings of his Chris- 
tian mother. It was then he began a career which made his life so 
unsatisfactory ever after. He stopped first in Missouri, then on to 
Utah, where he became a soldier in the United States Army under 
General A. S. Johnson until honorably discharged by General Barn- 
ard Bee. This was in 1858. From then until 1862 very little is 
known of his life save that it was spent in daring recklessness among the 
early settlers and Indians of the then Wild West. When the war be- 
tween the States began he joined the Confederate Army. In 1862, or 
1863, the battery to whicn he belonged, the “Val Verde,” was ordered 
to Texas, and camped at or near San Antonio. In 1864 they were or- 
dered to East Texas and camped near Scottsville. Later they were trans- 
ferred to Louisiana and camped near Shreveport, where at the close of 
the war they were disbanded. He was First Lieutenant until a short 
time before they disbanded, when he was elected Captain. In 1865 he 
was married to Miss Mattie Colquitt, when he bought a farm and en- 
gaged in farming near Keithville. In January, 1868, with a number of 
friends, he moved to British Honduras, where he remained till 1873, his 
wife dying there in 1869. Returning to Louisiana he was again married, 
this time to Miss Georgia V. Williamson. Locating at Stonewall he 
engaged in the mercantile and blacksmithing business. He had now 
become a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and in 1874 
was licensed to preach, from Old Friendship Church, where he had re- 
ceived some years before that impression by the Spirit which trans- 
formed his whole life. As a local preacher he did regular work during 
1875. As such he served the Caddo Circuit, 1876, joining the Louisiana 
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Conference that year. He was appointed to the Pleasant Hill Circuit, 
serving that charge 1877-78-79, receiving into the church during those 
three years over seven hundred members; 1880-81-82 he served the Cou- 
shatta and East Point Circuit; 1883-84, ISiorth Bossier Circuit; 1885-86, 
Caddo Circuit; 1886 his wife died, leaving him with six children; 1887 
to 1890, he was Presiding Elder of the Shreveport District; 1887 he was 
again married, this time to Miss Lizzie Schumpert; 1891 he served Mans- 
field Station; 1892-93 Franklin and Jeanerette; 1894-95 Minden Station; 
1896 to 1898 Rayville Circuit; 1899 Abbeville; 1900 Wilson Circuit; 1901 
and 1902, Zachary Station; 1903, Franklinton Circuit; 1904, Vernon 
Circuit; 1905, superannuated, and on July 22d, of the same year, fell in 
sleep at his home in the town of Ruston, and was laid to rest there to 
await the final call of his Lord, whom he so intensely loved and so 
faithfully served.

REV. A. D. McVOY. 



The Rev. Alexander Diego McVoy, son of 
Diego and Hannah Nicoll McVoy, was born at 
Elizabeth City, New Jersey, May 7, 1832, and 
died in San Antonio, Texas, April 11, 1905. Soon 
after his birth his parents returned to Mobile, 
Ala., where they had previously resided, and 
there the son spent his boyhood and youth. In 
1851 he entered the Wesleyan University in Mid- 
dletown, Conn., and graduated with the A. M. 
degree in 1856. After graduation he returned to 
Mobile,' Ala., and spent part of 1859 abroad, vis- 
iting England, Scotland, Wales, and France. 
His life-work was that of a teacher and presi- 
dent of female colleges. He began his teaching 
career in Barton Academy, in Mobile, Ala., and 
continued until 1860. In 1855, while a student in college, he was licensed 
to preach, and for three years he filled the pulpits in Pickensville and 
Carrollton, in the Alabama Conference, of which he was a member* He 
entered the Confederate Army as chaplain of the Thirty-eighth Alabama 
Regiment. Twenty-nine years in the work of education, two years as 
chaplain in the Confederate Army, and seven in the pastorate in the 
Alabama and Louisiana Conferences, cover the period allotted to this 
noble servant of God. Two years prior to his death he took a super- 
annuate relation in the Louisiana Conference, where he had held mem- 
bership since 1888. He^was married to Miss Anna Cannon Du Bose, of 
Columbus, Miss., in 186/. They were the parents of seven children two 
of 'whom became preachers of the Gospel of Christ.
